DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to the election filed for application 10/529,703 on 
August 28, 2008. 

Election/Restrictions 

Since the independent claims are generic and allowable, the election has been withdrawn 
and all of the claims are being treated. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record fails to 
show or render obvious the apparatus for controlling an automatic transmission as claimed, and 
particularly including a reverse rotation determination device which determines whether the 
transmission is being rotated in reverse or not based on a rotational fluctuation on a driving side 
or a driven side of the mechanical clutch in a process for engaging the mechanical clutch by said 
first gear shift control device; and a gear shift inhibiting device which, when determined by said 
reverse rotation determination device that the transmission is being rotated in reverse, prevents 
said transmission from being shifted to a drive stage, and including the remaining structure and 
controls of claims 1 and 8, respectively.
